The Christians were not w ithout w urulug th at an 
attem pt would be made a t tho first tavorable mo. 
m ent to exterm inate them ; and ml8.siouuries, 
whose saiety war guaranteed by solomn treaties, 
bad been assailed and m urdered at different points 
of the Empire during the preceding year. 
In lact, 
the ignorant aud sangnluary Chinc.^e put to death 
all Europeans th at they could with saiety. Tho 
authorities a t Pekin wore weak and pow eilessln 
the provinces, like those of Spain In Cuba. They 
were unable to cjn iro l the m andarins aud m agis­ 
trales at a distance from the capital. Just as Cas- 
tclur’s M inistry Is disregarded In the Antilles. The 
hatred and vengelul leelings ol the lower order of 
C’hinfse against subjects and citizens of tho West­ 
ern Powers were -as blind and deep as lho.se of the 
creatures of the Casino Eapailol against the in-sur- 
gents and their sym pathizers. The story of the 
m assacre at Tien-tsln can be briefly told, but the 
lesson to be learned irom it la in noting the m eas, 
ures taken oy tho representatives of the Powers 
aggrieved on th at occasion. 


TH E MASSACRE. 
On the 21st of June, 1870, a mob of Chinese at­ 
tacked Che cathedral, the French Consulate aud 
the establishm ent of the Sisters of Oiiarity, which 
they totally destroyed. At tho sound ot the gong7<— 
tho usual fire signal—all tho fire guilds rushed to 
arm s and were the m ost active In tho work of de­ 
struction. Tho first assault was m ade on tho Con­ 
sulate, where the inm ates, Inclndlng the Consul 
hlmsell aud the Secretary of the French Legation 
and his wife, were m urdered. 
Ten Sisters of 
Charity were also put to death. 
The atrocities 
connected w ith their assassination were horriule 
and fiendish In tne extrem e. In addition, several 
native Christians, as well as the servants employed 
In and about the m ission establishm ent aud Con­ 
sulate. were killed. A portion of the mob m ade 
for the P ro te s u u t chapels, all of which, eight lu 
num ber, were despoiled of everything valuable 
and their walls in m auy cases to rn down. A nother 
p a n of the mob, yelling w ith rage, started tor tne 
foreign settlem ent w ith the avowed purpose of 
killing all toreigneriTaad sacking the place. 
THBEB RUSSIANS WKKE KILLED 
whUe flying from the city. To all th eir appeals for 
m ercy the reply was, “ No m atter, we will kill all 
loielgners.” The m agisiiates and m ilitary officers 
assLsted in the work oi burning aud m assacre. The 
mob was enoourugeil and directly led by a m ilitary 
m andarin nam ca Cheu. When the new s of the 
m assacre reached Pekin a m eeting of all the repre­ 
sentatives ol the treaty I'ow ers was culled, to con- 
salt upon the m easuies nccc.ssory to adopt for the 
m utual protection or their countrym en. 
It was 
agreed to address a Joint note to Prince Kang, caU- 
lug attention to the necessity ol adopting mcas- 
nrea to restore order aud quiet. 
The M inisters said;—“The occurrences a t Tien­ 
tsin prove, in tact, th at foreigners are not everr- 
where sufficiently protected by tho Chinese local 
authorities.

The inter­ 
ests of our country dem.aud peace, for our na­ 
tional growth and prosperity depend upon 
peaceful pursuits—upon immigration, the set­ 
tlement 
and 
cnltlvation 
of 
our 
vast 
unoccupied territory, the development of our 
mineral and other resources, the construction 
of works of internal improvement, the revival 
of our shipping interests and all those advan­ 
tages of which a nation is deprived in a time 
of war. 
We rocoguize the fact that war is 
always a calamity, even to those who engage 
in it with honor and whose quarrel is jnst 
When needlessly provoked or dishonorably 
nndertakcu 
it is 
not 
only a calamity, 
but

crime. 
No good 
citizen, 
no 
true patriot, 
can wish 
his 
country to 
resort to war except as a last resort, when all 
other remedies have failed. 
Nevertheless, as 
peace has its triumphs as well as war, so peace 
h.as its calamities as well os war. 
Purchased 
at the price of national honor, it is os criminal 
as war in an unrighteous cause. 
A disgrace­ 
ful peace defeats its own object; for a nation 
that sacrifices its honor to cowardice or ex­ 
pediency is always the object of insult and 
attack. 
We fear that our government, through its 
tortuous diplomacy, is about to sacrifice the 
national honor 
lor the sake of a deceptive 
peace, or to suffer us to drift slowly into war 
after our honor has become tarnished and the 
enthusiasm of the people has passed away.

The Western man can now observe the 
fruits of his legislation as a patriot 
The 
country is brought to the bitterest humilia­ 
tion, and the administration is compelled to 
adopt a timorous aud iimo-serving diplomacy 
in lieu of healthy broadsides from iron ships. 
Does any one suppose that a British Cabinet 
would have permitted an English vessel to be 
seized on the high seas, then to bo convoyed 
into a seaport whose filthy terraces are in­ 
habited by the camiüe of the tropics, the 
Captain, crew and passengers told off accord­ 
ing to the routine ot Spanish etique tto and 
shot by scores, aud carted away after the pop­ 
ulace had, like vultures, preyed upon and 
mangled the mutilated dead ? 
Aud if there 
ever were a British Ministry who would say, 
“We forgite you this time; please do not do 
it again,” could one be found who would con­ 
done 
the 
offence 
alter 
that 
British 
vessel 
had 
been 
sent 
to 
Havana 
as 
nu 
empty bottom—a 
trophy to a 
gay capital and a jubilant population ? 
Or, 
having been meek under all these eccentricities, 
would a body of British statesmen dare to 
say to the offending Power. ‘ ‘ Tako your time; 
consider the case. We wish an amicable set­ 
tlement?" And would that same conclave 
permit their diplomatic representative to be 
snubbed, his house to be the scene of an 
angry rabble, insulting the nation and the 
flag?

He can fill the halls of Congress with 
echoes of “The Great Northwestern Empire,” 
“The Valley of the Mississippi” and “Trade 
to Europe via the Gulf of Mexico.” 
The 
Western member thinks we must live within 
ourselves. What is commerce to him? 
What 
is on affront to the nation ? 
Well, it seems 
the 
Western member of Congress does 
care sometimes. 
It seems that Senator 
Morton hurried to Washington to tell the 
administration it should not trifle with the 
people, and we find that the Western people 
are quite as angry about Spain as the Eastern 
people. 
In fact, the Western passion for war 
is stronger than the Eastern clamor; yet 
the Representatives of the West are to-day 
guilty for the crippled condition of our navy, 
for our senility on the sea.

cient navy, allowing liberal appropriations for 
the end in view.

The Lightning, 
the 
Desolation, ithe 
Holocaust and

Phoenix, 
which this Eastern 
gentleman 
wishes to build at an expense of several mil­ 
lions of dollars, do not interest onr people; 
they are only for those Eastern protective 
tariff ohaps who wish to spree over the world 
while we are building Pacifio railways and 
propagating stock. 
The navy is not our insti­ 
tution; we have nothing to do with the sea­ 
boards, and what do wo care lor shipbuilding ? 
No. 
Wharves and piers at Sk Louis, 
and 
the 
future 
capital 
of 
the nation 
at Denver, the future capital of the world— 
there’s where the money should go.” 
The 
navy goes into “ordinary”—very ordinary— 
and the result is that Mr. Fi.sh has to write de­ 
spatches to cover the nation’s shame. 
These 
are plain words, but they speak tbe sober 
truth, and the evidence of its emphasis may 
be seen near the slaughter house wall of San­ 
tiago de Cuba. 
Now we wish to ask our members of Congress 
whether they intend to permit the countiy to 
remain in this condition of nav,-!! decrepitude, 
even if war does not supervene. 
Shall “the 
Groat Northwestern Empire” forever condemn 
us to the punishment we are enduring now ?

About 600 men are now at work In the Troy (N. 
Y.) iron works. 
In coascqaencmot the hard times the EyansvUle 
(Ind.) Commercial has suspended. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company has 
adopted the eight hour system In Its works a t Pied­ 
mont. Pa., and has reduced the wages of its work­ 
men. 
Nearly all of tho itin eran t one-horse shows h.ave, 
in conHcquenco ol the hard times, withuraw n their 
claims lor public patronage and gone into w inter 
quarters. 
Tbe Woods Cutlery Company, of Bennington, 
Hillsborough county, N. H., lies decided to ruu 
Its works on lull tim e during the w inter, but 
with 10 per cent reduction in wages. 
Ih e Western and Atlantic Railroad Company 
jiald off Us myloyés on the 14th Inst, with Georgia 
Central Rail road shinplasters Instead of green­ 
backs. 
The paym aster of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail­ 
road Is passing over tho line, dealing out a m ontn’s 
wages to each of ttie eniployi’s. 
Tue great depression In the coal and Iron Inter­ 
ests at Scranton. Pa., has partially subsided, and a 
b etter feeling prevails am ong the employers and 
workingmen. 
The tiireo large cotton mills of J. A. Hovey, at 
Ballsion Spa, N. Y., nolwUlistandlng the reduction 
of 10 per cent on the wages of the employfs, have 
been compelled to close up and discharge their 
workmen. 
The em¡iloy<<3 of Knickerbocker’s Axe and Pcythe 
Works, at Ballston Spa. N. Y., have subm itted to a 
rcd'iction 01 15 per cent in tliclr wages. 
The hotel business throughout the country. It is 
rcproson.ed, is receiving rath er more thau Us share 
of the panic. Unlike other kinas 01 business, It can- 
ni>t couvenieutiy make any reduction In the num ­ 
ber of employes nor run ou short time, and m ost 
01 fho hotels are now losing money. 
On Tuesoay la^t the m anufacturers of South 
Adams, Mass., reduced the wages ol their employes 
15 per cent, which resulted In a pretty general 
strike. The strikers are willing to accept a small 
redaction, but the m anufacturers refuse to com­ 
promise. 
The Troy (N. \.) Times, of November 20, savs;— 
“The panic la certainly abating. 
M annfacturtng 
establishm ents th at have suspended operations 
are resuming work to a m oderate extent. This is 
observable here, as elsewhere. The fact m ust be 
borne In mind th at this Is always the dull seasod, 
when m anufacturera either sh u t down entirely or 
very much lessen their productions.”
